mining country by Secretary Alger to 
report upon tbe conditions there, 
Rank says that Captain Ray, who it 
stationed at Fort Yukon, had seized all 
tho supplies of the Alaska Commercial 
Company and of the, North American 
TradinglppinpaDy in/tiie 'iiame of the 
govprnnient and was iasuing them to 
the; people, selling at the company 
prices to those who could nflord to pay. 
There were 700 people at Fort Yukon, 
Rank further said that Ray would ask 
the government for 500 troops to be 
stationed at Circile City and vicinity. 

On January 12 Major Rticker reported 
that a number of parties had jnet come 
in from Dawson and all appeared to have 
accumulated a stipply of dust and nuK- 
getB. "They were all going back in the 
spiiilft and came out ior amusement. 
There was uo starvation at Daweoii." 

Major Kuckor reports at length on the 
plana he proposes for the relief of parties 
to be sent up by the -'KOTernment. lie 
eaysitwill require --115 mnleB ' and 180 
Juneau sleds to tranepott 12Q tons of 
supplies to Lake Leborge ready to send 
down tbp Yukon river toiDawebn when 
the ice will permit. ' . 

'ihe major has worked^ out all -the de- 
tailq for the expedition, bnt while sub- 
mitting them according to his instriiQ. 
tioba he adds that he urges strongly th'at 
tbe government contract with one of the 
railroads to take in supjilies. One, at 
least, of these roads will lie open by the 
time the supplies are ready to move.

, THE KLONDIKE BOOK. 

The Favored Toronto Printer Arranging for 
Its Fubllcntion in the United States. 

Buffalo, Jan. 31.— William "Klon- 
dike" Ogilvie, the famous Canadian 

surveyor, was in Buffalo to-day with 
Dan A. Rose, tbe Toronto publisher. 
The gentlemen are here looking after the 
publication in the United States of Mr. 
Ogilvie's book on the gold flelde. The 
work is to be done by the Matthewe- 
Nortbrop Company of this city. 

Mr. Ogilvie, of course, waa interviewed 
and told of the wonders of the new El- 
dorado, besidea giving advice aa to the 
best time to make a start for the land of 
promise. When asked if the Dominion 
parliament would ratify the contract 
entered into by the cabinet with Mac- 
kenzie & Mann, Mr. Ogilvie said that 
the assent of parliament is only formal. 
Asked if the railway wonkl be able to 
run through the winter, Mr. Ogilvie said 
that the first winter it could not, because 
there would be no preparations for that, 
but that it could afterwards tun all win- 
ter. ' ' ' " 

RUSSIA IN CHINA. 

Only Visiting for the Winter and Port 
Arthur Open to British Trade. 

London, Jan, 31,— It is announced on 
the beat authority that the talk of an 
Anglo- Japanese plan of campaign in 
certain eveBtualltiea isunfcunded. No 
such matter has occnpiod the attention 
of the two countries, and no engagement 
has been agreed upon to secure foreign 
development in China. As regards Port 
Arthur, the Russian fleet, according to 
the same authority, is only there for 
wintPr quarters, and the statements aa 
to a Russian occupation are unfounded, 
China is willing that the Enclish war- 
ships should anchor there if required. 

The Manchester Guardian hears that 
the difliculty in the Far East has been 
solved by-the opening-of -Port Arthur to 
trade on the same terms aa Kiaochou, 
Great Britain withdrawing her demand 
for the opening of Talienwan. 

Pekin, Jan. 31^The German admiral 
haa taken meBBures locally for redress 
for the killing of the German sentry tt 
Kiaouhon, bnt seirious results are not 
anticipated. 

It is eupnosed that Great Britain's 
withdrawal from Port Arthur and her 
ceasing to exert pressure for tbe opening 
of the port of Talieii Wan, which actions 
are regarded as incredible and suicidal 
to British interests and prestige, were 
owing to her diebslief in the existence of 
a secret treaty between Ruaaia and 
China. But the Chineae government 
quotes this treaty aa a reason for Russia's 
presence in Port Arthur, and Russian 
despatches to the Tsungli Yamen alfege 
that the occupation of Port Arthur is in 
accordance with the treaty. 

Cons TANTiNOPE, Jan. 31.— The Russian 
auxiliary cruiser Saratofi*, belonging to 
the volunteer fleet, with 12 quick-firing 
guns and 1,000 troops on board, passed 
through the Bosphorua yesterday, on 
the way to Vladivostock. 



CANADIAiNS IN ALASKA. 

Proposal to Extend to Them the Freedom 
Enjoyed by Foreigners in Canada. 

Washington, Jan. 31. — Senator 
Carter has oti'ered to tbe bill granting 
.the ri^ht of way in Alaska an amend- 
ment which affirms and continues the 

present mining regulations, and also 
adds the following provisions: 

' Provided that native born citizens of 
the Dominion of Canada shall bo ac- 
corded in said territory of Alaska the 
same mining rights and privileges ac- 
( orded to citizens of the United States in 
Briliah Columbia and tho Northwest 
Territories by the laws of the Dominion 
of Canada or the local laws, rules and 
regulations."

Bayi who is 
somewhere' in the vicinity of Circle 
City. ■ 

No special legislation is required for 
the establishment, as proposed, of a 
naval force in Canada. The act govern- 
ing the department of militia and de- 
fence provides for a marine force, and 
all t'hat is required ia for the government 
to give effect to this portion of the act. 
It IS probable, howeveri that the new de- 
fence force 'will be placed hhder the min- 
ister of marine, as be ia fathering the 
project. ' 

A bill re-imposiog newspaper postage 
ia one of the sessional certainties. It 
took two box cars to carry last Satur- 
day's issue of two newspapers. 

Ten leading bankers, representing the 
Canndian Bankers' Asaociation, inter- 
viewed ,the government to-day on the 
subject of insolvency legislation. Mr. 
Walker, of Toronto, said that the nego- 
tiation of 1895 showed only one point of 
material diflerencf between the banke 
and boards of trades, viz., as to the 
rights of holder to negotiate paper rank- 
ing upon the estates of endorsers. All 
the banks asked waa single ranking and 
their unimpaired rights under contracts 
of maker and endorser, which they buy 
and pay full value for. If they did not 
get this, they must opppEe the insolven- 
cy bill. ' • .' ' : ; ■ ■ 

It is now stated on authority that 
junior clerks in the civil BSryice' and' . 
chose who are receiving small ealarieB 
will got an increase this year. 

Speaker Edgar arrived to-night. Mr. 
Dandurand will move address in Senate, 
and the seconder will be the new On- 
tario Senator to be appointed to-morrow. 
In the Commons Mr. Bertram will move 
and Mr. Gauvreau second the address. 

The speech from^the throne ia ready. 
It was cohsider'e'd^n council last week 
and again to-day.

The 
government measures promised will be 
in reference to the franchise and pro- 
hibition plebiscite, to amend aud con- 
solidate the irrigation act, to amend the 
post office act, to amend the steamboat 
act, etc. ■

The Hoodoo Final " A "—Insurance 
Hates to Be Advanced in 
the Near Future. 



As in the case of the unlucky Cleve- 
land, the owners of American tuRboata 
in contiguoiia watera have been prompt 
to apply to Collt;i:tor Miluo for permia- 
Hioa to wreck the Corona. The collector 
has emphatically and immediately re- 
fused tbie permiaaion, and if the PaciSc 
Coast steamer is saved from total de- 
atruction where ahe lies, at the mouth of 
the Skeena, it will be through the ollorta 
of a Canadian ship, probably the C.P.N. 
Co. 'a Danube, which is now preparing 
for departure and has on board 
wreckin;,' appliances suitable to the 
work involved. At the last reports 
the wreck waa in practically the eaine 
position aa on the morning after tlie 
disaster, and there does not appear to bo 
any reason why saving operations should 
not prove succesaful. But on the other 
hand, the same thini; was said of the San 
Pedro— yet she dotied both time, tides 
and the wreckers. There appears to be 
a curious fatality in the final " a " when 
it appears in the names of steamboats, 
the hoodoo terminal letter have achieved 
distinction amunR shipping men in all 
parts of America, and underwriters al- 
ways fizhting Bh^ of vessels whose names 
end in "a". This has become especi- 
ally notable since the loes with 
all on board of the steamer City of Piiil- 
adelphia, about one year ago. She left 
New York for San Francisco, and Went 
down with all hands ofl" tha Falkland 
islands. The moat serious wrecks of 
IS'JU-/ were of vessels carrying the hoo- 
doo terminal letter. One day the 
telegraph announced that the British 
ship Androsa, from San Francisco for 
Liver])0ol, had been lost with a very 
valuahle cargo. The next morning word 
waa received that the Orealla, bound 
from thia city to Liverpool, had been 
swept by heavy seas and badly damaged, 
her mate and one sailor be- 
ing drowned. The wires told, too, 
on the same day, of the loss 
of the British ship Villanta and the 
drowning of her master, near Freeman- 
tie, while less than a week later, up 
above Nanaimo, the steamer Willapa 
was wrecked on the rocks, and the Dora 
foand herself on a danKsrous beach. 
Dating the last two or three years the 
most serious wrecks on the Atlantic and 
Pacific coaata have all been of veaseis 
whose names ended with the hoodoo "a." 
Besides the wreck of she City of Phila- 
delphia, the Colima disaster waa the 
moat horrifying of all. Then came the loss 
of the steamer Columbia, and a few weeks 
later the grounding of the Umatilla, 
which narrowly escaped destruction. 
Sunday, the 23rd ultimo, saw the fatal- 
ity of the final "a " once more illustrat- 
ed — the Corona and the Alaska going 
down oil' the mouth of the Skeena and 
the Coquitlam escaping. It's just be- 
cause ahe has a final " a " that one well- 
know coaatinc captain has twice de- 
clined command of the City of Topeka — 
in all other matters he is hard headed 
and practical. In thia one thing he ad- 
mits his superstition readily, and is pre- 
pared at any time that the Topeka so 
much as loeea a rope, to say " I told you 
80." The manifold increase in business 
on the Nortiiern route, together with 
tne scarcity of pilots familiar 
with Ibe poorly-charted and intricate 
watera to be traversed, leads many ma- 
rine experts to anticipate numerous mia- 
liapg to shipping in the north during the 
prespiit season. Insurance people 
t.ere have receiitl)' h m n notified to await 
iKlvicPS before accepting any new north- 
ern rifka, the general supDoaitiou being 
that this is prefatory to an advance in 
ra'f-a. 

The issuing of miners' liceDses has al- 
ready become a very important item in 
Collector Milne'a programme of otlicial 
duty, Eonaelbing like fifty a day having 
been taken out since the department 
wag opened. The great majority of the 
Vipplicanta are United States pilgrims, 
many of them so far from the Kastern 
and Middle Slates, but a cooeiderable 
additional proportion coming Irom Cali- 
fornia. To-day there will bo a large 
CDntingent over from Seattle and Taco- 
ma to take passage on the Islander. The 
residents and sojourners in the Sound 
cities are beginning to appreciate the 
advantages of securing licenses to mine 
before they get to Dawaon, and the point 
cannot be too forcibly preaentod or too 
often repeated that after the four chief 
cities of British Columbia are left be- 
hind no opportunity to obtain a licence 
is afl jrded until the Klondike capital is 
reached. 



CAUGHT WITH THEIK BOOTY. 

A Boston Embezzler and His Wife Fouod 
on a Transcontinental Train.

PBOSPEOTSFOB WHIAT. 

Russia Selling Promptly Because . Hard-Up 
'. —Greater Fluctuations in Prices • 
Likely. 

London, Jan. 31.— The Mark LaneEx- 
presa aaya : Although the French wheat 
fielda promiae well it is feared that they 
affected by rankneas and weeds. Austro- 
Hungary ia suffering from a plague of 
field mice and moles, which is spreading 
over the vast plains of the Leitha and 
Danube. The nev.-a from Enasia is sat- 
isfactory so far aa the A/.ima wheat of 
181)8 ia concerned, but threshing of the 
lSi)7 crop indieateu that the yield is very 
small in tlie provinces which have 
hitherto been credited with an average 
crop. The large sales of Kusaian wheat 
point therefore to a very bad acriclu- 
tural situation, showing that- Kuesia, 
while not increasing her total produc- 
tion, is becoming tlirough agricultural 
paverty a prompt seller for cash after the 
harvests. With America also a weak 
holder we must be prepared for in- 
creased fluctuations at lower prices from 
October to February and higher from 
March to .Tune. In ordinary years from 
July to September the harvest may be 
expected to control prices with actual 
reaping. The reduction of the Italian 
duty on foreign wheat is expected to 
cnnao the bulk of Ruaaianand Roumani- 
an wheat to be shipped to (ienoa, even 
in February and March.

Tytler, 
C.IC, has been sent by the government 
to survey and make estimates for the 
dyke running from Cheam peak to the 
head of Camp and Hope slougha much 
to the satiafaction of the residenta who 
own ranclaea in that vicinity, tbuB_ keep- 
ing the promise made by the minister 
while hero tome time since. 

Messrs. Vedder, Sword and Foster, 
M.P.P.'s, have been holding a aeriea of 
meetinga throughout this riding, trying 
to keep their party into line from now 
until the time comes to settle the matter 
for another four years. From the 
grumbling one hears it seems that little 
succeaa attends their meeting (and very 
few people.) The opposition will shortly 
reorganize for the purpose of selecting a 
candidate to stand at the coming general 
election, and Mr. Vedder will have to 
pull the wires tighter this time than he 
did at the bye-election if he succeeds in 
securing the nomination, aa much dis- 
satisfaction prevails not only againat 
Mr. Vedder, but all those who are doing 
their beat to keep thia vicinity isolated. 
Chilliwack wants workers in parliament 
not kickers and agitators, and will send 
a government supporter next oppor 
tunity. 

The Queen's hotel here baa been closed 
for an indefinite time owing to the pro 
prietor'a failure through a technical point 
in law and a chattel mortgage on the 
household elfects. 

No boats have arrived in Chilliwack 
since the 2-1 th inst., thia demonatrating 
the need of a railway or other means of 
transportation. 

The appointment of Mr. Tytler as com' 
misaioner of dykes gives general satiS' 
faction to everyone here with the 
ception of a few of M r . Vedder's followers 
Mr. Tytler previously lived here, beine 
clerk of the municipality for some time 

Mr. William Hooper, who left for 
Kingston last October, arrived here this 
week. In the interval he had fallen 
heir to a respectable legacy, 

SILVER RESOLUTION KILLED. 

House of Representatives Further Postpones 
tlie Day of the White nietal. 

Wahhinoton, Jan. 31. — The house to 
day buried the Teller resolution declar 
ing the bonds of the United States pay 
able in silver, under an adverse maj nii) 
of 50 votes. The Republicans wen 
solidly arrayed in opposition with twt 
exceptions, Mr. I.tnney, of North C iro- 
lina, who voted with the DeniocratP and 
Populiatp, and Mr. White, of Nnrth 
Carolina, the only necro of the liouse, 
who answered " yea " when hia name 
was called. The desertions on the De- 
mocratic side were Mr, Elliott, of South 
Carolina, and Mr. Clarke, of TsnH' 
aylvania; both voted with the Re- 
publicans aeainst the poatponement. 
Speaker Reed, although it ia not cus- 
tomary for him to vote, had his name 
called, and amid the cheers of hia fol- 
lowers went on record in oppoaition to 
the resolution. The majority, under the 
leadership of i\Ir. Dingley, who made a 
carefully prepared speech Bounding the 
key note of oppoaition, assumed the 
poaition that the laat clause of tlio reso- 
lution waa in reality a disguieed declara- 
tion for the iri'.o coinage of silver, while 
the Democrats under the direction of 
iMr. Bailey maintained that the defeat 
of the resolution was another step in the 
direction of the establiahmentof the gold 
standard to wliich they alleged botli 
President McKinley and Secretary Gage 
committed the Republican party. The 
vote on the resolution vfas: Ayes, 13^; 
nays, 182.

THE " CORONA'S " PASSENGERS. 

Twentv Flve of Them Reach Seattle and 
Tell Their Story ot Misfortune. 

8i;A rTi.i:, ,fan. 31.— Twenty-fire of the 
piaseneers of the ill-fated steamer Oor- 
oaa, which was wrecked off Lewis island 
on January 23, arrived here yesterday 

on the steamer AIki, which rescued them 
from the lonely island. 

F. \V. Pollock, who was a paasenceron 
the Corona, deecribini; the wreck, said : 
"The accident occurred at S:.'iO on 
•Sunday mornintr. The morning Ejong had 
sounded to wake tho paasenj^ers for 
breakfast and about ten of them had al- 
ready arisen. Captain C. 11. Pierce and 
Pilot H. F. Kauffman were on the 
bridge. It was Kaull'man's first trip aa 
pilot. There was daylight enough to 
see shore on all aides. Suddenly, while 
the ^hip was going at full speed, without 
a warning, a horrible shock occurred, 
followed by a (zrinding and a succession 
of lesser shocks. Instantly it was real- 
ized that the ship had struck a rock, and 
a Hcene of great confusion followed. The 
wtieel was reversed, but the ship set- 
tled on the rock. The sea was calm 
and Captain Pierce ordered the boats 
lowered. Tho women were taken ashore 
first, and by 10 o'clock the passengers 
were ail landed. The stock and some 
baggai^e were then taken ashore. The 
passenirora remained on the ialand, 
patiently waiting for a passing steamer 
to take them away from a place where 
there was great personal discomfort. On 
Thursday the steamer Alki arrived and 
300 castaways boarded her, about 100 
remaininf; on the island in the hope of 
catching a northbound vessel. 

" About 10 o'clock on Thursday the 
Alki met the steamer Oregon, from Port- 
land, bound for Dyea and Skagway. The 
two steamers were lashed together, and 
all but 2o of the Corona's passengers' 
were transferred and started north a^ain. 
It is believed that the injuries to tho 
Corona are serioua." 

Pilot II. A. Kaufl'man, who waa on 
duty at the time of the accident, tella the 
following story: "The direction of the 
chart savB to steer atraight from Gibson 
ialand to the northwest side of Kennedy 
island. In this water there are no aound- 
ings marked on the chart less than 7 
fathoms deep, and 7 fathoma only is 
found at the end of the island close to 
shore. Soundings taken all around the 
island ranged from 5 to 10 fathoms, with 
the exception of where the ship struck, 
which is only 2J< fathoms. 

" It is six and a half miles from' Gib- 
son island to the northwest side, I kept 
the ship duo northwest for 17 minutes 
after passing Giljson ialand, then altered 
it northwest by north , and seven min- 
u[fp later stie struck." 

Mr. KiuiU'inan declares ho waa follow- 
ing the directiona laid ilowu, and is not 
to blame. Against Pilot Kauffman's 
claim that be was on the direct course 
is the etatoment of Pilot Thonipgon, 
who was on board, and went oil duty at 
1 o'clock on the morning of the accident. 
He says the course by which ICaulFman 
ran the ship waa well known to mar- 
iners, anil she was two milea out of her 
course. lie characterizes the accident 
ae due to sheer caroleasneaB, as did 
some of the pasaengera during their stay 
on the island, and Kanllmau became 
more and more the recipient of caustic 
criticism from tho victims of the wreck.

Ex-minister Terrell Pnyg Tribute to HIa 

CUarm uf IVTanuer. 

lion. A. "W. Terrell, fonnorly United 
States minister at Coustautiuoplo, con- 
tributes "An Interview With tho Sul- 
tan" to Tho Century. Mr. Terrell says: 

Tho) sultan is over oO yaa^a old, of 
medium hoiHbt, with clour olivo com- 
plexion, dark hair, hi^h forehead and 
large dark brown eye.s. Tho habitual 
oxiires.siou of his face i.s one of e.'ctrcmo 
Kulucsa. Though the pashas who utteud 
his palace -when ministers or embassa- 
dors are ontertninod nro decorated with 
regal splendor, ho always appears in 
plain garb, wearing a red fe/., _ a frock 
coat and trousur.s of dark blue .stulT and 
patent leather shoos. A broad service 
sword -with steel scabbard, which ho 
holds .sheathed in hi.s hand, completes 
the costuuie. Sunietinies a .single decora- 
tiniuis worn on his breast. When ho i.s 
Kern tb.us pluiuly attired in the throne- 
room of hi.s palace, ou tluj lir.st day ot 
the I'eaKt of Bairani, Heated on tin otto- 
man covered with cloth of gold, to re- 
ceive t:ho congratulations of hi.s civil 
and military chiclV. who are all radiant 
ill iiiiifonu.s and lieenrationH, the coii- 
ira.st is very striking. No Christians 
but those of tlio diplomatic corps over 
witness this impressive ceremony, which 
is cnuducted with the order that distin- 
guishes a military review, but with an 
orii'iital servility that an American finds 
it diflicult to uudorstand. On such occa- 
sions Osman i-i.sha stands at tho sul- 
tan's left, holding a cloth of gold .scarf, 
which all reverently kiss after saluting 
their ruler. 

No Kovereieii in Eunpe is mnro court- 
ly or refined in entertaining liis guests, 
and few can be more agreealjle i:\ con- 
versation. In his personal intercourso 
with foreign representatives he is aliko 
free from that stilted ilignity which ro- 
pel.-i conlifienee and from that absi'iice of 
real dignity ^vhieh invites familiarity. 

When I lir.-t dined at the palace, tho 
.sultan sat at tho head of the table, with 
Mrs. Ton-ell at his right and myself at 
his left. Osman Pasha, lamaol Pasha, 
the former khcdivc of Egypt, tho grand 
vi'/ier and other ministers of state wero 
the other gui;sts. 

Kothiug could e.xcel tho cxcelleuco of 
tho ouisiue of which he partook with 
his guests, the table .service and decora- 
tion.s, tho magnificence of tlie dining 
r«om or tlie e.xcellenee of his wines, 
which always remain unt.-.sti'd e,Kce[)t 
by Christian guests. Kiich pasha were 
the insignia of his rank, bla/.ing with 
stars and decorations, whilo tlio plain 
costume of tho sultan was alone in har- 
mony with my own. No armed men 
stood guard at the palace doors, and ex- 
cept a detail from tho imperial guard, 
who always salute u foreign representa- 
tivo'on his arrival, no soldiers have ever 
been seen by me within the palace walls 
on any of tho occasions when I have 
dined there.

THE LAKE TBSLIN RAILWAY. 

Hon. Clifford Sifton hae declared that 
the task of constructing the Stikine-TeE- 
lin railway ia almost euperhuman. This 
is strong language, but not too strong. 
Few people can grasp the magnitude of 
what Messrs. Mackenzie i*c Mann have 
undertaken. We believe they will suc- 
ceed, but only those, who have made ac- 
tual calcalatioDB of what mnet be done 
in order that the 150 miles of railway 
may be completed by September let, can 
have any idea of the magnitude of the 
undertaking. The actual work of build- 
ing the road ia not a very serious mat- 
ter, If the contractors were given two 
years in which to do the work, they 
would aceompliah it without any very 
great diflicalty ; but it is to be remem- 
bered that they have practically 
only four months, and that dur- 
ing Ihis short period, everything 
used in conatracting the railway, except 
the right of way and the ballast, must 
be taken up the Stikine river. This ie 
what will make the undertaking excep- 
tionally difQcult, and if the contractors 
can manage to carry out their bargain, 
they will deserve the first place among 
railway builders. We venture to say 
that no men ever before undertook to 
build one hundred and fifty miles of 
railway under each circumstances in the 
same length of time. Fortunately both 
the contractors are men who have energy 
and experience to assist them in tlieir 
tremendous undertaking, and the fact 
they have put up a very substantial 
guarantee ehowa that they believe them- 
selves able to do what they are at- 
tempting. 

THEY ARE COMING TO VICTORIA. 

Hundreds of intending Yukoners are 
coming to Victoria, Licenses are beinf; 
taken out here at the rate of fifty a day 
already and aa the season advances the 
numbfir will increase. The wretched 
attempt ol the Seattle morning ])aper to 
create the impression that licenses could 
be obtained at Skagway and Lake Tagish 
has been bo thoroughly exposed by the 
Colonist that we do not suppose many 
perBoiis will hereafter be deceived by it. 
Aa the news gets spread around thoii- 
Biinde of piiople will seek the Britipli 
Coliirnl)ia citie.q, and once here tliey will 
find that it will pay them better to buy 
their goods here than to purchase them 
in the United States. 

1 a this connection it may be well to 
mention that a misapprehension exists aa 
tothe Bhii)mentof goods IVorth, when they 
liavc been bouirht in the United States. 
We do not advise any one to buy goods 
in an American city, for if he does tie 
will pay more for tbem than he would 
have to pay here and the duties besidea ; 
but aa many persons have already bought 
outflts in the Sound cities, it is proper 
to inform them that,'wliilo thoy may not 
send those outfits to points in the terri- 
tory of the United States in British bot- 
t mis, there is nothing in the laws of the 
United States to prevent them from 
biinging the goods to Victoria, paying 
.iutieaon them here and sending them 
fi)rward from hero to any other point in 
Canada, even it in so doing thoy must 
])a8a across a portion of territory in pos- 
session of the United States, It would 
bo against the law of the United States 
to send a Brifclah vessel to Seattle and 
load her with goods consigned to Dyea 
or Wradgel ; but it is not against the law 
of thafc country to load goods from the 
United States on a British bottom and 
take tlicm to Wrangel or Dyea c/i rout,' to 
!uiv jKiint in Canada. The first is illegal, 
lo dU80 the laws for the regulation of 



coaatihg forbid it; the second has noth- 
ing to do with coasting. 

We mention this because there mny 
be some people, who come here for 
liceneea, but having bought their outfits 
in the United States, are under the iai- 
preaaioa that they must ship their goods 
North in an American vessel, simply be- 
cause they must be unloaded in Iran.titu 
at a port over which the government of 
the United States exercises jurisdiction. 
If they will look into the law they will 
find that they can bring their outfits 
with tfaem, pay the duty on them here 
and send them North on a British bot- 
tom. Goods'from the United States on 
which duty has been paid become British 
goods and must be treated in arriving at 
any port in the United States just the 
same aa if they were goods of British 
origin. 

As it ia becoming generally known 
that the licensea can only be obtained 
on the Coast in British Columbia cities, 
as the fact that duties averaeing 30 per 
cent, will bo collected at the Cimadinn 
frontier is now known everywhere, as it 
is becoming uuderatooil that prices are 
lower here than in tlie United States 
cities, and aa there will, hereafter, be no 
difliculties placed in the way of the 
transportation of Canadian goods across 
territory in the occupation of the United 
States, that is if the assurances from 
Washington and Ottawa are to lje 
credited, the British Columbia cities 
ought to get the very great bulk of th 
outfitting trade. Already the streets of 
Victoria ahow abundant evidence tha' 
the stream has turned in this direction 
with increasing force, and in a volume 
that ia steadily growing. 

CORPORAL PUNISH- 
MENT IN SCHOOLS 

A very interesting case arose in Halifax 
recently in which the right of teachers 
to administer corporal puniahment in 
schools came up. The facts were as fol 
Iowa : A boy refused to take off his cap 
when required by the rules of the school 
to do BO, A lady teacher thereupon 
made him step out of the ranks of the 
pupils, and he kicked her. He received 
three strokes on the hand with a rubber 
strap and was told to go upstairs. Ke- 
fusing to go ho received two strokes on 
the legs whit h caused a discoloration of 
the skin for ten daya. For this the 
principal was brought before the stipen- 
diary magistrate, who after hearing the 
evidence and what counsel had to allege, 
dismiaaed the caae. 

The stipendiary magistrate, in de 
liverine judgment, aaid that the teacher 
had the right to act in lorn parentis so 
far aa was necessary for the enforcement 
of law and order, and this obligation 
could not be withdrawn by a notice 
from the parent. The teacher ought to 
be informed of the boy's peculiaritiee 
but it would be subversive of discipline 
if his right to administer punishment 
could be taken away by notice from a 
parent. The criminal law of Canada 
permits corporal punishment by teacl 
era, and the school regulations if 
localities generally prescribe how 
it shall be administered. A teach- 
er who accepts a salary is bound 
to uae Buch means for enforcing 
discipline if he finds them neceasary 
In punishing a pupil a teacher ahould 
endeavor as far as he can to place him- 
self in the same attitude towards a pupil 
as a parent would occupy to a child, and 
his special training in disciplining boys 
ought to count in lieu of parental affec- 
tion in determining whether he has ex- 
orcised reasonable discretion. In short 
the stipendiary placed the teacher upon 
precisely the same ground aa a parent. 
A teacher cannot be prima fticii: sup- 
poaed to have been actuated by malice, 
and unlesB evidence ia given establishing 
malice, he must be acquitted on a charge 
for agsault. 

Commenting ujjon this judginont the 
Educational .fournal of St. .lohn, ad- 
vised teachers to exhaust every other 
means of enforcing diaciiJline before re- 
aorting to corporal punishment, which 
should never be administered in anger, 
and only after the pupil has had a fair 
trial. The puniahment, it thinks, ought 
to be given with a leather or rubber 
strap, and it should take place at least 
an hour before the boy ia allowed to go 
home. It ahould only be applied to 
those portions of the body where the 
pain will be temporary and where no 
permanent injury can be done. 

There is a good deal of common sense 
in all this; and while most of ns would 
prefer that boys ahottld not bo whipped 
at school, we all know that it is impoa- 
sible to maintain discipline in all cases 
unleaa the teacher is empowered to whip 
those who will not submit lo the rules 
of the school, and ia properly austained 
by those to whom he is responsible in 
every case where he does not clearly ex- 
ceed his authority. 

Tun Colonist ia accused by the Timoa 
of endeavoring to lay a trap for the de- 
fendant newapapera in the libel suits. 
It ia doing nothing of the kind. It is 
endeavoring to cudgel into the minds of 
thoee papers some faint conception of 
their rights aa newspapers. At the same 
time it frankly concedea .that it would 
not be in good taste for them to diacuas 
the subject matter of the libels pending 
the trial of the suits against them. This 
would not debar them, however, from 
considering the political aspect of the 
action of the ministers. Cannot the 
Times see the distinction? We are be- 
ginning lo believe that it cannot. For a 
time wo confess that we thought the 
Times and its fellow-defendants were 



simply afraid to aaaert their righta. We 
are fast coming to the conclusion that 
they are densely ignorant as to what 
those rights are. Tnia is a pity ; but we 
can tell them that their rights have been 
accurately defined by the Oo'lonist. We 
do not feel called upon to'pursae the sub- 
ject any further. 

The Columbiaa prints a long and very 
serious article complaining of the action 
of the Attorney-General in regard to the 
death of Thomas J. Thompson, who waa 
alleged to have been drowned by his 
boat being run into by the steamer 1^. 
P. Rlthet. The Attorney-General inves- 
tigated the caae and reported that from 
the evidence in hia poaaession he did not 
feel justified in taking criminal proceed- 
ings, but lie added that the decision did 
not bar any civil action which the friends 
of the deceased might aee fit to institute. 
It appears also that the Department of 
Marine and Fisheriee has declined to in- 
vestigate the case. We can understand 
why the Columbian might be justified 
in finding fault with the latter depart- 
ment for not taking any action, but can- 
not see why it should find fault with the 
Attorney-General who has inveatiEattd 
the matter. If the Columbian tl i ika 
the latter came to a wrong conclusior, 
why does it not give the facts which lead 
it to think ao. 



Wi; fear our friend the Seattle Times 
ia lotting its reason run away with its 
judgment. It say that the regulations 
aa to mining licenses are a boomerang to 
Victoria, because the licensea are for sale 
in other Canadian cities beaidca Vic- 
toria. We hardly see how the observa- 
tion fita the case, for Victoria nevt r 
aaked that licenaea should not be sold 
elaewhere in Canada, We obaorve that 
the Times ia too honorable to print the 
Poat-Intelligencer'a falsehood about the 
licensea being for sale at Skagway and 
Lake Tagish. Ia the end the public 
will commend the Times for its refusal 
to follow the lead of its irresponsible 
morning contemporary in the publica 
tion of falaehooda deliberately meant to 
deceive the minera. The Times is mak- 
ing a good fight for ita city, but is not 
resorting to untruth, although on sev- 
eral occaaiona it haa fallen into errors 
through not quite understanding the 
situation. 

TiiiiR-E waa considerable comment in 
i:urope a few days ago over the fact that 
the Kaiser selected for a text to be 
preached from, just before the departure 
of Prince Henry for China, the follow- 
ing words: "Be still and know that I 
am God ; I will be exalted among the 
heathen." As one writer puts it, he 
evidently meant the public to aubstitute 
the word Chinese for heathen. The 
growth of imperialism ia one of the most 
remarkable things of the day. There ia 
small wonder at it, in view of the man- 
ner In which parliamentary government 
in Germany is failing to make its due 
influence felt, the scandalous disorders 
which disturb the Auatrian parliament 
and the confeased uselessnesa of the 
French chamber. It waa never more 
true than it ia to-day that popular ic.'iti- 
tutiona are on their trial. 

Tub absurdity of the Yukon relie 
scheme is pretty well demonstrated by 
the report of Captain Ray, U.S.A. Wliy 
should any government undertake to 
send supplies down the Yukon after the 
river opena for navigation 7 Commercial 
houses are arranging to do this and they 
ought not to be interfered with. It is, 
of course, none of our business whether 
or not the United States government 
chooaea to aend supplies down to Fort 
Ynkon, which ia in Alaska, but we pro- 
test against that government being per- 
mitted to take goods into the Canadian 
Yukon and sell them in competition 
with legitimate commercial shipments. 
And still more do we protest agninst 
that government being allowed to take 
in gooda lor the latter purpose without 
paying duty, as haa been proposed. 

It is a poor week that the, European 
telegraphic correspondents cannot get 
up a new sensation, At present Nor- 
way and Sweden are the nations that 
are about to rupture the peace of the 
world. Tills ia the old story retold 
without the change of a syllable. 

Tke. Colonist begs to assure the Rosa- 
land Miner that the little paragraph, 
which it doea not know exactly how to 
take, was aimply intended aa' a sniall 
pleasantry and had not a particle of 
political eigniflcanca bound up in it. 

TiiK ailverqiiestloD, instead of being 
dead in the United States, seema as 
lively aa ever. Those who thought the 
election of McKinley killed it either were 
self-deeeived or they were ignorant of the 
temper of the people.

The waterfront was all agog yesterday 
over tho bringing ashore from the Ameri 
can ship John A. Briggs of one lands 
man who waa being carried to aea against 
his will, and of two bluejackets of H.M. 
Navy who were attempting to desert. 
It all came about through a little in- 
formation which reached Mr. J. E. 
Macrae of the Northern Pacific Steam- 
ship Company. 

A abort time ago Mr. Macrae secured 
work for a young man, S. R. Haynes, on 
one of the steamers now being built here 
for the Maitland-Kersey Company. 
Ilaynea is a ship's carpenter, and Mr. 
Macrae knowing hia people in Tncoma 
kept a friendly eye on the young man. 
It came to Mr. Macrae's eara on Satur- 
day that Haynes had not turned up for 
work, so he proceeded to try and get 
word of liim. 

Haynes had boarded at the Rock Bay 
hotel, managed by Mr. N. Orth. On 
Sunday Mr. Macrae got wind of Haynes 
being aboard the Brigga and at once in- 
formed the provincial police. Superin- 
tendent Huasey late on Stmday night, 
taking provincial constable Atkins with 
him, boarded the BriggB, going oat in 
the Lorne to the ship which lies anchored 
at some distance from the outer wharf. 

Haynea was found in hia bunk, look- 
ing very wretched, hia story being to the 
effect that he had got to drinking with 
someone at the bar, and all he knew waa 
that he awoke aVioard the ship. It aeema 
that Haynes waa signed before the 
United States Consul on Friday, and 
the consul thought perhaps Haynea waa 
a little simple in hia behaviour, but did 
not appear to be under the influence of 
liquor. Haynea saya he twice tried to 
iret lettera ashore after he came to his 
right Benses, but neither letter reached 
the person to whom it was sent. 

Superintendent Huasey when he found 
Haynes ordered the man brought ashore 
aa he did not consider that he should be 
left aboard, even though the captain 
showed him Haynes' name on the ar- 
ticles. 

Incidentally Constable Atkina heard 
that there were two bluejackets on the 
ship and the Superintendent therefore 
had the naval autihoritiea notified. Yes- 
terday morning Sergeant Langley, of the 
provincial police, with a couple of petty 
officers from the navy boarded tha 
Brigga and there discovered the two 
men, one of them Charles Hill, of 
H.M..S. Phaeton, and the other 
John Keown, of the flagship. 
Both were shipped under assumed 
names — John West and John Jones, 
They knew what they were about all 
right and signed for the voyage to Syd- 
ney, and one of them said he got hia 
alops in exchange for his uniform at the 
Rock Bay hotel. Haynes, it may be 
noted, found that he had signed hia ad- 
vance of $35 to the hotel man, and Orth 
was present when all three signed 
articles. 

The Briggs waa to have sailed yester- 
day morning but owing to the shortage 
of hands has not yet been able to get 
away. As the captain remarked to 
Supt. HuBsey, the police seemed to take 
them oil as fast as they got aboard. 

This was not tfie laat of the epiecde, 
however, "for yesterday afternoon Bi\ 
sailors from tlie British s.hip Common- 
wealth were gathered in by the provin- 
cial police, four of tiiem being found at 
tho Rock Bay hotel, and the two others 
on Store street. The Commonwealth ia 
mourning the loss of three more de- 
serters. 

The Bribes is still short seven men 
and it is difficult to obtain seamen al- 
though Captain Balcli is paying $l!0 a 
month as ngainat $17.rjO last year. The 
great activity in shipping is responDiblo 
for this, as men can get good pay coast- 
ing in connection with the Yukon trade.

to Give Them Details of 
Estimates. 



There waa little diacusaioa in the city 
ttoimcil laet night over the estimates 
which the school board sent in for the 
the year. These estimateB amounted to 
$52,400, among them the item salaries 
for superintendent and teachers $39,000. 

The JIayor remarked that )ie hardly 
thought that the lump sums given could 
be coasidered aa estimates given in 
detail, and the school board he con- 
sidered ahoald send the details to the 
council. 

Aid. Humphrey thereupon, seconded 
by Aid. Hall, moved that the communi- 
cation ehouki be sent bick to the secre- 
tary of tlio school board with a request 
for details. 

Aid. McCandless did not think that 
the board were obliged to give details, 
but the mayor said that the law re- 
quired the trustees to furnish details, 
and no one could say this lumping 
teachers' Ealaries and Buiwrintendeut'a 
Bttlarv in one item waa furnishing de- 
taile.' 

Aid. Williams did not see what good 
the details would do; the council had to 
pay the money anyway. 

Tlie motion was carried after a little 
more talk. 

A reiiiiest from the secretary of the 
l)oard of trade asking for an appropria 
tion for the special Klondike advertising 
fund was referred to the linauco com 
mittee to report. 

Next came the annual oflor of Lee ifc 
Eraser to sell the city three acres to en 
large the cemetery. They asked $2,600 
for the property. Thia, after a little 
discussion, went to the finance commit- 
tee to report. 

Messrs, McPhillips, Wootton & Bar- 
nard wrote that in view of tlie fact tliat 
the Magistrate dismissed the charge 
againat D. F. Adams of obstructing a 
portion of David street and that accord- 
ing to the council's letter of December 
S there are no funds available for the 
purpose of iuijiroving that portion 
of David street, it would be 
in the interest of the land owners 
all'ected by the obstruction that the 
matter bo referred to the proper commit- 
tee for consideration, and that the ques- 
tion of foreshore right be considered at 
the same time. As the matter now 
Stands Mr. Adams practically controls 
the street between Bridge and Turner 
streets as well as the waterfront to the 
great hurt and injury of the land owners 
on the south side of the street as well as 
the public. 

Aid. Wilson could not see how Mr. 
Adams could monopolize the foreshore 
rights and block the street, and he be- 
lieved that if the city's representatives 
at Ottawa brought tlie matter to tlie at- 
tention of the Otta^'a authorities the 
question would be settled. 

The letter waa referred to the streets 
committee and the city legal advisors to 
rc p'jrt. 

Ibere was another request from a 
veraniiali owner to exempt his property 
from hems torn down. This was Mr. S. 
Duck, but his letter was received and 
tiled ns the council is determined to 
carry out the by-law. 

Mr. J. E. Roberts, whose company 
bad agreed to insure the firemen at $3 
each a year for $1,000 insurance in case 
■of accident, wrote that the company only 
meant this to apply to fires and not to 
between times for the permanent men. 

The Mayor remarked that the rate 
was very low and should 1)3 accepted. 

Aid. ilcCaniUeHB had always under- 
stood that the insurance '.vaa only to aj)- 
ply during lirea. At the same time it 
might be well if arraugeuients could be 
made to insure the permanent men at 
all times in case they met with acci- 
dents. 

On Aid. Humphrey's motion it was 
decided to accept tde policy as already 
written. 

The city engineer reported that a road- 
way on piles from Work street to iJay 
street, at Rock Bay, with a clear road- 
way of 31 feet and a sidewalk of six feet 
would cost $2,500, the structure to be 
stronR enough for ordinary tramway 
traffic. 

Aid. Wi'oon took exception to the al- 
lusion to tr imway traffic in the report. 
'J'lie ( ngineer inui not been ueked to eay 
ruiyl liing abont truiinvay tratlic, and he 
liad exrojiled his liuty in doing ko. 

The M iyor could not see that hecanee 
the engineer said the bridge wuuld he 
strong emugh to Ijcar trannvay trafhc, 
that any harm wiiH done. That did uot 
n ea i that the trams must run over tiio 
liridne. 

The report was laid on the table. 

Tenders for supplies for the year were 
referred t3 the Old Men's Home com- 
mittee, the Streets committee and the 
purchasing agent to open. 

The. Btreete oommlttee recommended 
that the following streets be macadam- 
ized: Wharf street from Courtney to 
.lames Bay bridge; Langley street from 
Broughton to Courtney, and Courtney 
street from Wharf to Government street 
at a coPt of .?1 ,850. Also that the surface 
drain be extended on Toronto street 
from Princess street east to Carr and 
west to Parry street at a cost exclusive 
of pipe of !f3-'0. The committee advised, 
too, that Elford & Smitli bo notified to 
move their derrick in rear of the new 
post office, and that the Hudson's Bay 
Company ho notified to extend the side- 
walk on the west side of Wliart street 
south of the 0. P. N. Company's ofhce 
on the proper street line. 

The report was adopted and in the 
discussion Aid. Wilson complained that 
the tramway were not leaving Govern- 
ment street in the state they found it. 
They were putting too much gravel on 
top and it would not stand heavy traflic. 

The Mayor: "That is just to bind it." 

Aid. Wilson: "It takes a wonderful 
iot to bind apparently." 

Aid. Kinsman was of opinion that 
eonio one ought to look out that tho com- 
pany ]iut tho atrset in tiropor condition. 

Tne Mayor replied that tho City En- 
vliieer is doing so, and Aid. Humber 
itilviaed the alderman to wait till tlio 
wnrk was finished before making a fuss. 

The important motion of the evening 



lire hall in the neighborhood of the 
junction of Fort and Yates Streets, which 
being at the top of a hill it would be an 
easy matter for tho apparatus to reach 
the centre of the city from there in three 
or four minutes. At present if there was 
a fire in the upper part of tho city it 
made too much of a climb for the horses, 
anM it waa to do away with thia disad- 
vantngo that ho was making tho motion. 

Aid. Wilson strongly Bupi)orted tho 
motion and so did Aid. McCivudleaa, 
who was in fact its seconder. 

Aid. Williams suggested that if the 
hall were sold each v.-ard of the city 
ahoukl get a portion of tho benefit. 

Aid. Humber spoke up for consider- 
ation for the city out the fountain way, 
but tho mayor said it would be time 
enougli to discuss the details after the 
property was sold. 

The motion was carried without op- 
position. 

The annual loan by-law was racon- 
sidi rjd and finally passed, and the coun- 
cil adjourned. 

A BIG COAL FIGHT. 

E. & H. Railway Question the Rigbt of the 
Mew Van.ouver Coal Company to 
Mine Under the Sea. 

What gives promise of being one of the 
most important law suits ever fought in 
this province is looming up between the 
E. A X. Ilailway Co. on tho one hand 
and tho New Vancouver Coal Co. on the 
other. Thia auit involves the riglit of 
tho New Vancouver Coal Co. to mine 
the coal lying under the sea between 
Protection island and Newcastle town- 
site. Tho E. & N. company claim that 
under tho grant to Ihom, by the agree- 
ment l)etween the Dominion and the 
province, the railway company have the 
right to tho coal under tho sea oppo- 
site the foreshore of their grant. 
The grant on Protection island to the 
New Vancouver Coal Co. does not, it is 
contended, carry the same right. The 
New Vancouver Coal Co. have been 
mining under the tea from Protection 
island, and an application has been 
made by Messrs. Davie, Pooley & Lux- 
ton, acting for the E. A N. Co., for an 
order to inspect the workiuga of the New 
Vancouver Coal Co. mines in the neigh- 
borhood of the contested territory. The 
Ne\v Vancouver Coal Co. have retained 
Mcsare. Drake, Jackson Helmcken, 
and the whole cjueation of the interpre- 
tation of tho grant will be threshed out. 
The application was to have come on 
yesterday, but was adjourned till to-day, 
when it will likely be argued. 

TiiEui: was an unfortunate family row 
aired in court yesterday in a trial before 
Mr. Justice Drake and a special jury. 
The case was McKelvey v. McKelvey, 
an action brought ly a : on against his 
father for slander. Both are residents 
of Comox, and the son sued for $5,000 
alleging that his father bad said that 
the plaintiff with bis wife and the de- 
fendant's wife had conspired to bring 
about an abortion on the person of the 
old man's wife. The defendant who is 
72 years of age bad married a young 
woman of li3, a sister of his son's wife. 
Tho defendant's wife had not been living 
with her husband for some time past 
but with the son and his wife. It is 
since then that tlie suit waa taken out. 
A motion for a non euit waa not allowed, 
but the jury after a very few minutes 
deliberation brought in a verdict in 
favor of defendant. Mr. Gordon Hunter 
and Mr. L. P. Eckstein for plaintifl", Mr. 
Belyea acting for Mr. Taylor for de- 
fendant. 

Thkiu: is mourning in Mr. Edward 
Taylor's ]>arrot house in Criiigllower, 
f 3r the bright particular star of the col- 
lection yesterday made a successful 
break for liberty, and is atill at lurue. 
In the sketch of Mr. Taylor's feathered 
pets in the Colonist recently, jiarticular 
moiition was made of a line Major Mit- 
criell, called by his master " Ryan." 
The bird waa named after a sailor who 
recovered it from the ship's rigging, 
when it escaped, on the journey out from 
Australia. " Ryan " has a bad habit of 
uttering in an accusatory tone of voice 
tlio phrase " You're another," without 
the slightest provocation. Bince his 
failinfj was shown up in the Colonist 
the bird baa exhibited much restless- 
ness, and yesterday, when Mr. Taylor 
was trimming its wingg and calling it a 
good fellow, " Ivvan " solemnly said, 
" You're another," and flaw tlirough tho 
half open door. Mr. Taylor has hopes 
that his pet will turn up before harm 
comes to him.

Song Birds the Friend of the Orcbardlst—

There was a very Iftirgely attondtd 
meetinj( of the Natural History Society 
la it evening, wh(n among the matters 
brought forward for cDueideralion waa a 
communication from an investigator of 
the Stone Age, who wanted, from per- 
sonal observation, information respect- 
ing the uae of atone iinpleineuts among 
our Indians. Very little was forthcom- 
ing, as it largely antedated tho ken of 
tho " oldest living inhabitant." Mr. 
Anderson, deputy niitiiater of agricul- 
ture, reported on tlie discusaion which 
took place at tho recent meeting of the 
Fruit Growers' Aaaociation, NeW West- 
minster, on the importation of 
song birds, as to their destructivp- 
nesB. Tbe opinion of Mr. Dosch, 
state commiEsioner in horticulture, 
Oregon, he stated waa favorable to the 
introduction of many varletteB, and the 
experience of Oregon, where- several 
tbousanda of dpllars had been expended 
in introducing them and where they

ficially. Ho thought the subject should 
he revived. 

Captain Walbran read another of his 
periea of pajjers on the voyages nt Capt. 
Vancouver on tliis coast, dealing with 
exploration and survey during 1703, 
The paper waa most interesting, more 
especially as it covered that portion of 
tho coast including tho mouth of the 
Skeena and Stikino and the Portland 
canal, for some time prominently liefore 
the public in connection with the Yukon 
aud the Alaska boundary.

No better evidence of the daily increas- 
ing popularity of Victoria aa an outfit- 
ting point could be offered than the 
BtatementB made by the leading mer- 
chantB to a Oolokist repreBentative yes- 
terday, that they had nearly all increased 
their BtaSa. 

In several instances it has been found 
necessary to have both night and day 
shifts in order to deal with the orders 
which are fairly pouring in from all 
quarterB. The recent rneh of Americans 
to this city for the purpoee of outfittini; 
is reaponsible to a great extent for the 
large increase iu the Northern trade, as 
only a few parties from Eastern Canada 
have arrived during the past fortnight. 

According to letters received recently 
by outfitters here, the tide of travel from 
the east will set in about the middle of 
next month, and then indeed will Vic- 
toria see her best days. A Colonist 
reporter interviewed a number of the 
leading local outfittora yesterday and 
learned some inteteatinK particalars re- 
garding the trade. 

J. H. Todd & Son state that during 
the past week they have outfitted a 
number of large American parties, and 
that if the ruah of orders eontinaee, 
their already large staff of clerks and 
packers will have to be materially in- 
creased. 

Turner Beeton & Co. report an in 
creased demand for nearly all lined "jeed 
in the Klondike trade. Their 
demand in fatt from the mtiiil 
trade, has almost doubled dur- 
ing the past month. Up to the 
present time they have not found it ne- 
cesBary to increase their staff, but will 
piobably do BO later on if businssB in- 
creases. 

Thomas Earle I'i Co. have been com- 
pelled owing to the great increase in 
bueinees to add several men to their 
stntr during the past fortnight. Their, 
coffee and spice mills are now running 
night and day to keep pace with the in- 
creased demand, due chiefiy to the big 
Northern trade. They are at present 
outOtting several Californian parties, 
and also Moodee'a party for Chriatiano, 
Norway. 

Mr. W. G. Cameron, the Johnscn 
street clothing outfitter, has during the 
past week received a score of letters 
from prospective miners in the Statea, 
in reference to prices here, and lias re- 
ceived word that aeveral large parties 
are now on their way to Victoria to 
purchase ttieir outfits. He will find it 
necessary, shortly, to injrease his stafl' 
if the rush of ordern keeps up. 

Simon Leiser A Co. now have a day 
and a night stafl" working, and still find 
it difficult to keep up with the orders 
they are receiving. Yesterday they com- 
pleted outQtting the following parties 
who leave to-night on the Islander: A. 
W. Thurston and George JMoaterton, J. 
A. Gibson, K. L. Beattie and party, 
Tennessee; A. Theodora and, party, 
Tom. Charley and T. Solomon, of San 
Francisco; Dr. E. SchofT, of Helena; W. 
G. ilepworth and party, of Kootenay. 

Messrs. Rithet i Co., Wilson Bros., 
W. & J. Wilson, J. Piercy it Co., and 
the other leading outfitting concerns of 
the city, all rejiort a splendid business, 
and many ot them will bo compelled 
shortly to obtain more help. The stocks 
carried here now by merchants are the 
moat complete and largest on record. 

A splendid object lesson for prowpect- 
ive miners is furniahed in the fact that 
Mr. S. A. Wiltaee, of the customs de- 
partment, Seattle, has been in the city 
several days purcbasiDs; outhta for some 
miners he is grubstaking. MeBars. B. P. 
Rithet & ' Go. obtaiaod moat of his 
orders. 

" We are saving at least 15 to 20 per 
cent, outside of the duty by purchasing 
our outfits here, and we have nothing 
but words of praise for the thoroughly 
businesslike way in wfiich your nior- 
chanta attended tooUr wants here."

riie Great News Distributing Body Has a 
Patent Rigtit to Its Name. 

LoNDO.v, Jan. 31. — About one year ago 
the United Press, a news organization 
which has since diBContinued buBiness 
and gone into the bands of an assignee, 
placed aigne upon its quarters in London 
using the name of Aaeociated Press in a 
manner calculated to convey the impret 
sion that it waa the headquarters of the 
Associated Press. One of the signs was 
"The United Associated Press." At 
the same time companies were incor' 
porated in England under the title o 
'• The Associated Press ot America ' 
and "The Western Associated Preas.' 
Since the collapse of the United Press 
another news company haa retained the 
quarters and signs formerly used by the 
United Press. This created contusion 
11 the public mind and tlie AsBouiattd 
Press filed a bill for an injunction to re- 
strain any parties from using the name 
of "Associated Press." Justice Stirling 
on Saturday last granted an injunction 
perpetually restraining the United 
Press, either alone or in combination, 
from using any name calculated to lead 
to the belief that the United Preaa was 
the aame as the Asiociated Preaa. They 
were likewise restrained from in any 
manner representing themselves as be- 
ing in any way connected with the 
Associated Press and from promoting 
any company in which the words "Aa- 
eociated Press" form a distinct part. 
The court also aseeased the costs agaiuBt 
the United Press. 



COTTON OPEltATIVES IDLE. 

The Ten Per Cent. Reduction in Their VVaRea 
More Than They Could Stand. 

Boston", Jan. 31. — Despatches from 
New Bedford, Lewiston, Bedford and 
Saco, where about l^l.OOO cottom mill 
operatives liavo lieen out tor two weeks, 
state that the situation in those places 
is unchanged. Both siiles are firm all 
along the line and from present indica- 
tions the mills will bo closed for many 
weeks. A reduction of 10 per cent, in 
wages went into eflect in the Atlantic 
and Pacific cotton mills at Lawrence, 
and two other places this morning, and 
operatives of tne works where atnkeis 
had been threatened accepted the cut 
deciding that it waa best to continue at 
worlc while the New Bedford strike 
lasted, in order that the operatives in 
the latter city might receive financial 
aasistanco. 

In Pall River .an attempt waa made to 
atart tlie King Phillip inilla this morn- 
ing and it -was in a measure a BuceeaB, 
None of the striking apinners returned 
to work and the strike is still in force. 
It is poaaible that if the management 
can secure sufTicient yarn the looms will 
bo kept running. 



A gi:nti,i;.ma.\ introducing himself aa 
Sir.

IMPfilSONMENT FOB DEBT. 

Tboagb Abolished by Statute in British 
Columbia It Is Yet Carried On. 

To THE KniTOR: — An occurrence of 
Saturday afternoon reported in the Sun- 
day Coi.ONisr once more draws attention 
to the laws upon the statute books of 
this province which under the guise of 
" contempt of court '' permit imprison- 
ment for debt. In what we are now 
pleaeed to call the "dark ages" a 
creditor might issue an execution against 
" the body " of hia debtor and confine 
that unfortunate to prison for the re- 
mainder of his daya or until the debt 
was Satisfied. Our more modern and 
"civilized" ideas shrink from such 
outrageous and inhuman means of 
enforcing payment of debts, and 
hence we have it enacted that " im- 
prieonment for debt shall cease." Bee 
section eight (8) of the Execution Act, 
cbapter 42 Consolidated Statates of 
British Columbia, and also section nine 
(9) reading as foUowa: 

8. No person shall be arreated or im- 
prisoned on any judgment whatsoever 
recovered against him as a debtor at the 
suit of any person, save as hereinafter 
provided. 

9. Process of contempt for non-pay- 
ment of any sum of money, or for non- 
payment ot any costs payable by any 
decree nr order is aboliahed. 

One would think that if words mean 
anything at all these two sections quoted 
would mean what they say and that no 
man could be thrown into prison be- 
cause he did not pay his debta; but by a 
subt e invert on of law imprisonment 
for debt ia actually allowed, and how? 
The courc orders a payment to be made. 
It ia not made. This ia contempt of 
CO0AT, and for each contempt the court 
throws the debtor into prison 1 Ib this 
any the leas imprisonment for debt? 

I am not pleading the cauae of a man 
who, by fraud, obtidna gooda for which 
he has not at the time the means to pay, 
and who, when he is so accommodated, 
does not intend to pay. The criminal 
code ia wide enough to cover every such 
case, and where the charge be proved in 
a properly constituted court, that court 
has the power to punish the oQ'ender. 

But what really happens is this. A 
creditor obtains a judgment in a 
County court or in a Small Debts 
court. He iasues a judgment summons 
for the examination of the debtor, and 
upon that examination an order ia made 
by the County court judge or the magis- 
trate to pay the debt by instalments or 
in default to be imprisoned for contempt 
in not paying. Be it remembered that 
no judge of the Supreme Court of British 
Columbia has this power. No, it ia' re- 
served for County court judges and 
stipendiary magistrates, and in cases 
where the debt is small enongh to come 
within the jurisdiction of these courts. 
The man who ia fortunate enough to be 
a debtor for a large sum which can only 
be sued for iu the Supreme court, cannot 
be similarly dealt with — tlie ignominy 
and ahame of imprisonment is reserved 
fcr the poor and the unfortunate. 

The legislature ia now about to meet. 
What member dare introduce legisla- 
tion enabling a Supreme court judge in a 
Supreme ccurt action to send the debtor 
to jail for non-payment of money? Yet 
if it be right for a magistrate to have 
this power why should it not be likewise 
given to judges of the highest courts in 
our land? The practice is either right 
or wrong. If right, let US know it and 
apjily it to all debtors. If wrong, let us 
do right and abolish it.
